over matter. I remember when 
my son was about 10, he was 
diagnosed Attention Deficit 
Disorder (A.D.D). I wasn't 
buying it. He had a problem 
all right, he was bad. but I had 

the cure 

For months I tried 
many disciplinary techniques 
nnthischildand with my mili- 
tary background I had some 



pretty creative ways to influ- 
ence positive behavior. After a 
while however, my discipline 
was bordering on abuse and my 
son's behavior was getting 
worse. I was still reluctant to 
believe the diagnosis but I knew 
I had to try something different. 
I learned as much as I could 

about behavioral disorders and 
finally I had to consider that 
maybe not everything is mind 
over matter. Maybe there was a 
chemical imbalance that he 
could not control. I agreed with 
the recommended treatment and 
a positive change was noticed 
immediately. 

The study of mental 
health is a true profession. There 
are researchers and doctors 
committed to understanding 



how our brain functions. When 
it malfuntions, just as with any 
other vital organ, the specialist 
diagnose and recommend treat- 
ment for the disorder. If a heart 
specialist finds that there is a 
problem with our heart, we im- 
mediately seek treatment. But, 
if a mental health specialist 
diagnose a problem with our 
mind we would probably think 
he's a quack and refuse to ac- 
cept his findings. 

As responsible adults, we 

must be knowledgeable of the 
many factors that may inter- 
fere with our ability to be the 
best person we can be. We are 

only limiting our success if we 
stay in the blind when it comes 
to mental disorders. Knowl- 
edge is the key to our under- 
standing. Once we become 
knowledgeable we can make 
an informed decision about our 
health whether mental or physi- 
cal.

Before the mighty 
hunter, Orion, leaves the night- 
time sky. be sure to take a look 
at an object where new stars are 
forming. Stars form from huge 
clouds of gas and dust that are 
primarily made of the element 
nyuioucn aim sue caueu ntou- 
lac. 

The constellation 
Orion has one of the best nebu- 
lae in the sky and can'be seen 
with the unaided eye. It is 
called the "Great Nebula" and 
is located in the middle of 



Orion's sword. To find Orion 
simply look southwest about 
an hour after sunset and locate 
the three bright stars that make 
his belt. His sword hangs from 
his belt at an angle to the left. 
Take a look at the 
middle point of light in the 
sword and you have found the 
"Great Nebula." Gravity is 
slowly pulling in pocketsof the 
cloud, and when the matter in 
the star that is forming gets 
dense and hot enough, thermo- 
nuclear fusion of hydrogen be-

gins in its core and a star is born. 

Look at the "Great 
Nebula" with a pair of binocu- 
lars and you can clearly make 
out the cloud of gas and see a 
small cluster of four stars in the 
center of the cloud. These are 
very young stars that have just 
formed and are very massive 
and hot. 

Keep looking up and 
check out the young stars in 
Orion solar nursery the "Great 
Nebula."
